What Is happening to state em- 
ployment? It has been your State 
Senator's hope that an Increasing 
percentage of state employees would 
be hired on the basis of merit. This 
hope is far from being realized. 
Indeed, at the moment, it appears 
there arc strong forces at work 
seeking to restore the Old spoils 
system. 

The new director of personnel, 
Maude Myers, a career person her- 
self in the fields of Civil Service arid 
merit employment, has an uphill 
fight. She has been embarrassed 
by questionnaires issued to most 
state employees • demanding that 
they indicate their political party 
affiliation and Identify a political 
sponsor* She was prompt in re- 
jecting thia blundering attempt to 
seek converts to the Democratic 
Party under the veiled threat of a 
loss of employment. 

It la not suggested that political 
activity should be a bar to state 
employment. Nor should activity 
in the Democratic Party by itself 
qualify one for a state Job. 

State employment practices were 
brought to a high level during the 
recent Republican administration 
following enactment of the Person- 
nel Code by the General Assembly 
in 1950. Thia measure prepared by 
leading personnel men from private 
industry and passed with bipartl- 
son sponsorship was administered 
for about two years by Donald Mc- 



Amis, formerly personnel manager 
of Electro-Motive Corp. The Jaw 
was weakened by certain legislative 
action in the 1957 and 1959 sessions. 
It is being weakened further by ad- 
ministrative action under the new 
administration. 

One method employed for. getting 
rid of Republican or non-partisan 
employees is to abolish job classifi- 
cations. This accomplished, the dis- 
charged employees are replaced by 
new . employees hired under a dif- 
ferent job classification. 

Republican, leaders were not sur- 
prised, to learn recently that the 
number of state employees had 
reached an all-time high., How- 
ever, this has made it more difficult 
to .explain to the numerous dis- 
charged Republicans (classified un- 
der the Personnel Code) whose jobs 
have been abolished. 

Large portions of the Increased 
appropriations represent additional 
jobs which the Democrats expect to 
dole out to the faithful party- work- 
ers, In connection with a certain 
large appropriation bill it-was noted 
recently that a reductjidB of-more 
than $100,000 had been/made In the 
appropriations for certain scientific 
work, carried onpby/the State. In 
the. same bill there was a corre- 
sponding increase for "Personal Ser- 
vices 1 ' (in other words, jobs). 

This change was at variance with 
the decision of the Budgetary Com- 
mission which has studied the vari- 
ous appropriation requests. When

The Rev. Fr. Cummins was born 
Feb: 28, 1893, at Burlington.

Today, the park consists of 2,700 
acres of water and 1,100 acres of 
land; the students propose this be 
increased to about 10,300 acres of 
lahdand 2,700 -fccres of lake area.- 

Studies show that 30-40 acres I of 
park per j 1,000 population Is the 
minimum I desirable park area for 
a region. Northeastern Illinois now 
has about T4 1 acres per 1,000 people. 
Students emphasized that the ex- 
panded park, is needed- simply to 
supplement the private resorts and 
marinas, and would not Hurt their 
business. 

Flood Plain: The I960 floods, 
worst, in .20 years, called attention 
to the need , for a flood-overflow 
area, to supplement the narrow 
watercourses which. now carry off 
rain water reaching the lakes. Now 
is the time to act, the students say, 
because relatively few- buildings are 
located in low areas. 

Their . recommendation: A flood 
plain should be set aside, perhaps 
in conjunction with the park, into 
which water could run during high 
water periods. No buildings wou-d 
be allowed in the area. 

Permanent Community: In order, 
to build up the economic base of 
the area, and provide off-season em- 
ployment for year-round residents, 
the students proposed a program to 
encourage light industry to enter 
the- area, At present, the only ma- 
jor industry is recreation. More in- 
dustry not only would provide more 
jobs, but a larger tax base.
